tion? Things have never 
been better. Nearly everybody is 
prosperous, nearly everybody is 
working, makin, money, spend- 
ing money, buying goods, travel- 
ling, going on vacation — many 
of them abroad. Everybody eats 
better and dresses better than 
ever before in the history of the 
State. The universities are burst- 
ing at the seams. Why should 
we try to stop inflation? Why 
not encourage it? 

We put the question to Avra- 
ham Shavit, Vice-President of the 
Manufacturers Association, and 
hend of the Shavit metal, electric 
and gas plant in Ramat Gan. 


“For many reasons,” he re- 
plied. “One of them is that the 
economy of any country movea in 
cycles, from an upswing leadin, 
to prosperity, to a decline lead- 
ing to a depression. If we want 
to avoid the depression we havo 
to stop the boom and get the 
economy on as even a keel ag 
possible.” 

Israel, he added, is particularly 
vulnerable, since it is engaged in 
an all-out export drive. Rising 
prices make our exports non-com- 
petitive, If our factorles can't gel! 
their products they will have to 
make severe cutbacks, and an 
economic recession will set it. | 

What is causing inflation in 
Tsrael, we asked. 


Unavoidable factors 


“Several factors, one of which 
is unavoidable. This is the fact 
that there is inflation in other 
countries. When we buy raw ma- 
terials abroad we have to pay 
higher prices. This causes the 
prices of the goods we make to 
rise. 

“A second cause is the work- 
ers’ demand for higher wages. 
We are paying them, this year, 
30, 40, Bo per cent more. Do 
you think we manufacturers can 
absorb these pay increases? Per- 
haps we could absorb five per 
cent, ten per cent, hut not 60 
per cent. : 

“We have just put up the price 
of our stoves and other ap- 
pliances to cover the higher 
wages we pay. The worker, when 
he goes to buy a stove, finds 
that he hasn’t enough money for 
it, so be demands higher wages, 
and so the spiral goes on. An 
anyone who has money rushes to 


spend it, for in a short time it © 


will be worthless. This aleo forces 
up prices.

“ISMS are the encmy of the Arts,” says WILLIAM 
0. SNODGRASS, The Pulitzer Prize-winning poet, 
ou a poetry-reading tour of Israel sponsored by the 
U.S. Information Service, tells PEARL SHEFFY 
GETEN why he rejects political commitment. 


LLUIAM D. Snodgrass doesn't 
read other people's poetry. He 
says: 

“I never Mked poctry as a boy. 
I began to write only when I was 
in my twentles, after Wortd War 11. 
When I was younger, I never 
thought of writing poems, and if 
T had written any, I'd have been 
onhaumed of it, a8 I suppose most 
people who write poetry are.” 

Snodserabs was born in 10926 in 
Wilkinsburg, Pennsylvania, of Scat- 
tish Presbyterian parents. He want- 
ed τὰ be a muatclan, “but I dida’t 
work hard enough at it, and my 
time in the Navy during the war 
added to my laxnexss of atudy. After 
the war, I entered Towa State Uni- 
veralty. I tried to be a playwright, 
but my plays were very bad, and 
my teachers weren't helping me any. 
Then I wandered into the Poatry 
Workshop, and my teachera there 
were quite marvellous." 

But he revolted against the type of 
poctry: taught. “We wore told we 
weren't allowed to write poema 
ahout personal problems or tha peo- 
ple we cared about, We had to writs 
about ‘profound’ subjects ilke ‘the 
loss of myth in our time.’ That 
didn't make much sense to me.” 

Robert Lowell, commenting on 
Snodgrass’ firat volume of poetry, 
“Heart's Needle,” which won him 
the Pulltzer Prize in 1960, sald it 
marked “a breakthrough for modern 


and sith personal poems that I 
never read them In public.” 

The Pulitzer Prize, he says, “was 
rewarding, but also terrifying and 
upsetting. ΤῸ recelve success and 
recognition is very frightening in- 
deed, and I don't know anyone who 
docan't find it so, ENot said that 
poetry is 8. mug‘s game, a game 
for losers. The people who go into 
the arta are those who want to 
atarve in an attle and feel sorry for 
themaelves. So If you suddenly find 
that everybody's handing you money 
ond telling you to travel to Israel 
ond lve it up, and girls are Mning 
up outside your door, what do you 
do then?” 

Recognition blunted his output. 
Although hia poems appeared in lit- 
erary magazines, his second volume 
of poetry didn’t appear until almost 
10 yesra later. ‘“Phe Pulltzer made 
it harder to write. But I alwaya do 
everything very slowly. I do a lot 
of work, but I don't produce a lot, 
partly because I tend to comb it 
out pretty rigidly and throw away 
the - atuff I don't think is good 
enough. I'm never surprised if it 
takes me eight or ten years to write 
even 8 short poem, because I have 
to change my mind totally about the 
material. ἢ

Tho Jurists’ Case 


The members of tho first group 
were arrested and iried in 1961 
in what has since come to ba known 
as the “Jurists’ Case.” Seven men, 
three of them lawyers, were given 
sentences of from 10 to 15 yeara’ 
“corrective labour” at a secret trial 
in Lvov. (In one case the death 
sentence was passed and subse- 
quently commuted.) 

Four years later, in Auguat-Sop- 
tember 1995, roughly at the time 
of the Sinfavaky-Daniel arresta in 
Moscow, another group of more than 
20 nationalist intellectusla was 
rounded-up in several efties of the 
Ukraine. Its members were tried in 
the course of 1896 amd sentenced 
to “corrective labour’ terms of 
up to six years. Several of the 
latter trials were “public” in the 
familiar Soviet style of political

The truth Is, of course, that it 
can be and is, and prohably no- 
where more so than with regard to 
the right to secession. It had always 
been abundantly olear that the cen- 
tral authoritles head no intention of 
allowing Ita implementation, what- 
ever the letter of the Constitution. 
“The provisions for secession," 
wrote Dranitsyn, a Soviet comment- 
ator of the first Federal Conatitution, 
es early as 1924, “bear in our view 
only 8, declarative and not a legis- 
lative character.” The senior in- 
vestigator in the “Jurists' Case” 
made the game point less oclegart- 
ly: “Lukyanko, you are a literate 
man, 40 why pretend to be aalmple- 
minded dolt, You know perfectly 
well that Article 17 of the Constitu- 
tion exists only for appearance's 
sake.” 


Observance of norms 


But whether Lukyanko was dissem- 
Ding, es the investigator belicved, 
or merely displaying genuine, If ex- 
cessive, nelvete, It ia precisely the 
attempt to anforce constitutional 
rights, to call the regime's bluff, 
as it were, thet ja characteristic of 
contemporary political dissent in 
the Soviet Union In general. Many 
of the present generation of Soviet 
disgentera, including the Ukralnian 
nationalistz, are young men and 
women, born and educated under 
Soviet rule; they know their law and 
are able to quote it chapter and 
verse, throwing im an appropriate 
passage from Lenin for good mea- 
sure, They claim to seek no more 
than the observance of norms set 
out In the laws of the state and the 
texts of Its founder. 


True, In the eyes of the regime 
this much is too much, The above- 
quoted retort of the investigator 
illustrates what the dissenters are 
up against, Yet, this is the ground 
on which they have chosen to make 
their stand.
